‘A Party of Detectives Discover Them 
on Kings River. 


The Pursuers See the. Fugitives Pass 
the Summit. 


Double in San Bernardino—Mate 
and Sailors from the King James 
Arrive at Santa Bar- 
bara Safely, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Fresno, April 6..—[By the Associated 
Press.| It was reported here today 
that Evans and Sontag had been dis- 
covered at a place called Red Rock, on 
the north fork of King’s River, far back 
in the mountains. A company of five 
or six detectives, having reason to be- 
lieve the robbers were in that vicinity, 
followed them some thirty or forty 
miles beyond Sampson’s Flat, and came 
upoh a Camp firé where the outlaws had 
been stopping and where they had done 
some cooking. 

Evidently -tthey had left some 
before, and taken dll their supplies with 
them, going’ further back inte the 
mountains, as shown by thetrail. The 
snow in this place was deep. The pur- 
suers pushed after them, however, but 
deeper and deeper became’ the snow. 
The tracks of Evans and ne: were 
plain to be seen. 

A scout -was sent ahead to recon- 
noitre, | They had advanced in this way 


some time when the scout caught sight’ 


of the outlaws in the distance as they 
crossed a space bare of trees in ascend- 
ing the movntains. They discovered 
the scout about the same time he dis- 
covered them. Thescout wheeled and 
ran back to the main party, and mane 
known his discovery. 

Evans and Sontag had showshoes on 
their backs. Adjusting these they set 
out Upon a retreat up the mountain and 
passed over its summit considerably in 
advance of the pursuers, and disap- 
peared down the other.side. The pur- 
“was impossible to 
overtake the rdbbers, who were on 
snowshoes and could go five miles 
while the detectives could get over one. 


DOUBLE MURDER. 


| A Jealous Spaniard Kills an Old Man 


: and Woman. 
San BERNARDINO, April 6.—|By the 


>| Associated Press.| A horrible butchery 


took place today at about 12 o’clock on 


Fourth street, near the depot, in which 


an, old man named Goldkoffer anda 
woman named Francisca Flores were 
killed by a Spaniard named Jesus Fuen. 
Fuen and Francisca Flores were living 
together as man and wife, but Fuen had 
become jealous of her for some reason, 
and had threatened to kill any one 
found in the house. | 

The neighborhoed was aroused at 12 
o’clock noon by the screams of a 
woman, and Fuen chased Ffancisca 
with a butcher knife into the house of a 
neighbor named Goldkoffer,,.who was 
about 75 years of age anda paralytic. 
He opened the door and let in Fran- 
cisca, and attempted to bar the door 
against Fuen, who battered it down. 
Goldkoffer then attempted to shoot 
Fuen with a shotgun, which he failed to 
discharge. Fuen then rushed in and 
stabbed the old man in the neck,cutting 
his head half off. Fuen then gave chase 
to Francisca, running through the 
fields about one hundred yards before 
overtaking her, when he stabbed her 
downward, just above the collar bone, 
killing her instantly. A house dogthat 
had followed them began licking the 
body of the dead woman. Fuen kicked 
him away, and laid down on Francisca’s 
arm. Isom Mendibles, a Spaniard, cut- 
ting wood near by, came running to the 
assistance of the woman, when Fuen 
ran athim with a knife, but Mendibles 
hit Fuen on the head with a big rock, 
stunning him until the officers arrived 
ten minutes later. 

Within a few minutes hundreds of 
people arrived on the ground and 
viewed the ghastly scene, but too late 
to be of anv service to the participants. 

Fuen was at once hastened by the 
oftivers to jail, and none. too soon, for 
loud threats were made ot immediate 
lvnching, which was only arrested by 
the doctors pronouncing Fuenin a dy- 
ing condition. Itis understood, how- 
ever, that his wounds are only scalp 
wounds, and not of a serious nature.

THE KING JAMES'S CREW. 


A Court of Inquiry Wlil Be Held at Santa 
Barbara. 

Santa Barbara, April 6.—[By the 
Associated Press,| The mate and his 
men from the ill fated ship King James 
are expected to arrive from Point Con- 
cepcion some time tonight, if the teams 
get through by the beach and 
cut off about forty miles of the 
distance. A telephone message from 
Gaviota, forty miles west, says that the 
men reached that point safely this 
afternoon. All are well, The first 
news of the rescue of the captain and 
thres men reached the mate’s party 
this afternoon, The party will prob- 
ably take the steamer Los Angeles to- 
morrow afternoon for San Francisco, if 
the captain’s party is on that boat.

‘The Dedication of the Great 


Mormon Temple. 


The Barren Spot That “Tithes” 
Have Caused to. Bloom. 


Sixty-third Anniversary of the 
Church of Latter Day Saints. 


The Architecture of the Building Without 
a Known Parallel—Yesterday’s 
Services and the Dedica- 
tion Ceremonies. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Lake, April 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The site for the great 
Mormon Temple, dedicated today, was 
selected July 28, 1847, the fifth day 
aiter the Mormons entered the Great 
Salt Lake Valley. Brigham Young, 
while viewing the then barren site, 
stuck his cane into the ground in the 
presence of the apostles, and said: 
‘‘Here will be the temple of our God.”’ 
Four years later, in 1851, at a confer- 
ence, it was voted to build the temple 
‘‘of the best materials that can be ob- 
tained in North America.’’ The ma- 
terial for the foundation was firestone 
from a caijion four miles distant. The 
granite for the walls was cut from Lit- 
tle Cottonwood Cafion in 1870, and 
prior tothe advent of t .s railway in 
1870 it was hauled by oxfeams. 

On July 6, 1858, ground was broken, 
and on April 6 the corner-stone was 
laid, sixteen feet below the surface. In 
1858, when Johnston's army came 
through, the foundations ogy covered 
with earth. Four years lat

temple. The building is 186 4x99 feet 
in dimensions, and the walls taper from 
16 feet thick at the foundation to 
6 feet at hi top.. There are 

three on cinch’ ‘side, ranging from 194 
to 222 feet high. : 

The east part of the temple is for the 
Melchisedec priesthood, representing 
spiritual affairs, and the west for the 
Aaronic priesthood, dealing with tem- 
poral affairs. There are in the build- 
ing many stones symbolical of the dif- 
ferent conditions of mankind. At the 
base are earth stones, above these are 
moonstones, then sunstones, starstones,. 
cloudstones, etc. The architecture is 
without a known parallel in ancient or 
modern times. There are four doors, 
two on the east and two onthe west 
corners. The cost of the structure was 
about $5,000,000. The building is 
‘provided with all modern appliances 
for lighting, heating, ventilating and 
Sanitation. 

4 THE SERVICES. 

The servicesin the temple were as 

secret as a Masonic lodge. The morn- 


ing services laste until noon, mean- 


time no one came out and no one, ex- 
cept the high dignitaries of the church, 
was admitted after the services began. 
The open services began by the taber- 
nacle choir singing ‘‘Let all Israel join 
and sing.’’

He was engagedin aclerical capacity at 
Morristown, N.,J., in St. Peter’s Church of 
that place, and afterward was the assist- 
‘ant to the rector of Grace Church, New 
York city. He was rector of St. Paul's 
Church at Albany for fifteen vears. 

He was consecrated as the first mission- 
ary bishop to California en October 238, 
1853, and removed to,San Francisco, He 
was in 1857 elected bishop df..the diocese, 
and afterward visited Los Angeles several 
times in an official capacity. 

He received the honorary degree of 
S.T.D. from Columbia College, and that of 
LL. D. from Yale University. Among his 
literary productions were “The Lenten 
Fast,’ “The“ Double Witness of the 
Church,”’ "Christmas Holidays in Rome,’’ 
‘Early Jesuit Missions in America,"’ 
Contiicts of Christianity,’’ Catacombs 
of Rome,” ‘Unnoticed Thipgs of Scrip- 
ture,’’ ‘he Olden Time in New York” and 
“The Church of the Apostles,’’ Afterward 
he wrote ‘‘The Early Years of My Episco- 
pate.’’ In 1890 Rev, Dr. William Ford 
Nichols was consecrated assistant bishop 
of this State and Bishop Kip resigned the 
burden of his duties to him, reserv ing only 
special privileges.

Committee’s Report on Uniform in- 
spection of Cholera Suspects. 


A Medical Inspector for Each Train in 
Case of an Outbreak— Measures 
for the Disinfecting of _ 
Baggage.

New Yors, April 6.—[By the Associ- 


of State boards of health continued the 
discussion of possible plans for secur- 
ing a uaiform system or ifiterstate in- 
spection to be adopted in case of a 
cholera epidemic this summer, and a 
new committee was appointed for the 
purpose, that of yesterday having 
failed to reach a conclusion. 

number of those in attendance ex- 
pressed the opinion that suchan ar- 
rangement was impossible because a 
number of boards represented did not 
have the pe@wer to make suchan ar- 
rangement, and urged that the only 
feasible plan was codéperation between 
the United Statés and Canada. 

The report of the committee ap- 
pointed to devise a plan for uniform in- 
terstate inspection in case of acholera 
epidemic was made and finally passed, 
after being somewhat. amended. The 
rules adopted provide, in case of an 
outbreak of cholera, a medical in- 
spector shall be on each train, and 
in case of any symptoms of the disease 
being developed en,route, he shall pro- 
vide for the isolation of the suspects in 
a single car. In case of actual disease, 
the car shall be isolated at some way- 
station, and special cars are to be pro- 
vided for all passengers leaving an in- 
fected district. According to the resc- 
lutions, ordinary merchandise and even 
mails donot require disinfection. In 
case of baggage, however, and articles 
of wearing apparel, it is provided that 
they shall be thoroughly disinfected, 
Similar rules are to be formulated cov- 
ering lake, river and other means of 
transportation. An amendment was 
added requiring railroad companies to 
provide asystem of disinfecting train 
water-closets.

“The Grand Old Man” Makes a 
Strong Plea for Ireland.

Lonpon, April 6.+[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| The ‘galleries of the 
House of Commons ‘were crowded, but 
the house itself was not full when Glad- 
stone rose today to move the second 
reading of the Home-rule~Bill. 

Giadstone said the government had 
no intention of amending the bill as. 
presented. He earnestly desired to 
bring hometo the mind of the House 
the question, *‘When, is this great con- 
troversy to end?’? He did not ad- 
dress the question to the opposition 
in a spirit of assumed superiority, but 
would rather. press -it earnestly upon 
their hearts and understandings as a 
matter in which both sides alike are in- 
terested. The Liberal party has offered 
a solution. but when they asked their 
opponents wheu this was to ‘end they 
rarely obtained an answer. Certainly. 
the opposition has not yet offered to 
point out a process whereby the great- 
est of Irish questions can be decided, 
aside from the way in which the Home- 
rule Bill proposed to decide. it. 
Gladstone proceeded with the historic 
development of the rise and the causes 
of the -demand for home _ rule, 
and said the progress of events in the 
past century had proved the fallacy of: 
the argument offered by :‘the opponents 
of home rule that time and patience 
would see Ireland pacified without 
special legislation. ‘Let the House,” 
said he, ‘look at fe spectacle the 
world offers in regard to its unions. In 
the civilized world no incorporated 
union, effected and maintained by force, 
has ever prospered.”?> ~ 

Hicks-Beach interrupted to ask: 
“‘Take the case of the United States,’’ 

Gladstone said: ‘‘l said incorporated 
union. Yon missed the essential word. 


Holland and Belgium tried incorporated 


union, and, after a precarious existence 
of fifteen vears, a divorce was effected. 
Austria and Hungary tried to incorpo- 
rate. and, after years of the same 
experience, found the choice lay in 
either giving up itor the empire. Rus- 
sia incorporated Poland. Take your 
stand thereon if you think fit. Let the 
opposition make it the model of their 
operations for all unions—but one prin- 
ciple can be applied,: and that is 
whether thev require permanent main- 
tenance by force, If, when force dis- 
appears, harmony remains, the union is 
good. If the |. maintenance of a union 
by force is necessary, she success of the 
union is questionable. Unions, not in- 
corporated, but autonomous, have been 
attenied in all cases with success— 
sometimes complete, and always consid- 
erable.”’ 
In conclusion, Gladsteme referres 
the retention of. the Irish members ini 
the Imperial Parliament. During» the 
last sixty years cabinets have been dis- 
placed twelve times by votes of censure. 
Not once was the issue purely British. 
Eight were imperial and four were 
Irish. Therefore, less inconvenience 
ought to be expected from Irish mem- } 
bers voting,on British qu@stions than 
has been anticipated. 
Regarding finance, Giadstone said it 
Was no easy matter to diséntangle thé 
finances of countries associated for the 
last ninety years, but the trouble was 
merely dust in the balance compared 
with the vital importance 6f the great 
purpose aiming at the real union of two 
countries and the consolidation of an 
empire. Ifthe House was not satisfied 
with the security offered under the ex- 
isting financial clause of the bil}, he 
was ready to deal freely with the ques- 
tion and recast the clauses objected to. 
The rejection of the Home-rule Bill 
was moved by Sir Michael Hicks-Beach.. 
He taunted Gladstone with avoiding 
the criticisms of the bill. The North of 
Ireland rang with protests against the 
provisions of the bill, yet; the Prime 
Minister ignored this agitation. A ma- 
jority of the electors of Great Britain 
were corvinced that if Pagliment fs 
once persuaded to take the step now 
proposed, she, could never retract it 
without plunging the country into the 


horrors of civil war.

Sir Charles Russell concluded his ar- 
gument in reply to the objections of 
Hon. E. J. Phelps, counsel for the 
United States, to the legal character of 
certain evidence 
Britain. 
~ In closing his answer to Mr. Phelps’s 
proposal to exclude the supplementary 
report of the British Bering Sea com- 
missioners, Sir Charles Russell con- 


| tended that the obj€ctions of the United 


States to the report on the ground that 
it was not subject to control or cross- 
examination applied; equally to the 
large mass of evidence in the United 
States counter case. In conclusion Sir 
Charles urged upon the arbitrators the 
necessity of determining the question 
of right before dealing with the regula- 
tion of seal fisheries. , 

In reply Mr. Cartef remarked it. was 
not the custom of the American bar for 
counsel to introduce his own personality 
in a case, so as to lend weight to 


| his arguments; therefore he himself 


would not follow the example set 
several times by the counsel for Great 
Britain. He pointed out that when the 
United States delegates arrived ‘ in 
Paris the case, as far as argument was 
concerned, was finished, and both cases 
and counter cases had long been closed.

One of the most successful profit- 
sharing establishments jn the country is 
the N. O. Nelson, Manufacturing Com- 
pany of Leclaire, Ill. It..was estab- 
lished seven years ago on the model of 
the Maison Leclaire, the Godin works 
at Guise, the Angouleme Paper Mills 
andthe Bon Marché at Paris. From 
an address recently delivered by Mr. 

Nelson, the founder, in New Orleans, 

the following points are taken: 

The company now has 500 emplovés 
at its works. After paving regular 
wages and 6 per cent. interest on capi- 

talit sets aside 10 per cent. of the 

profits for a reserve fund to meet losses, 

5 percent. of thé profits for\a provi- 

dent fund to care for the sick’ and the 

families of déceased employés, and then | 
divides the remainder at the rate of 2 

per cent. on wages to 1 per cent. on 

capital. The dividends on wages have 

in seven years amounted to “54 per 

cent. The provident fund. is managed 

by a committee of employés elected by 

themselves. The working.day has been 

reduced to nine hours a day at regular 

ten hdurs’ pay, without any apparent 

diminution in product. Three years 

ago the company acquired a tract of 

125 acres of land eighteen miles from 

St. Louis with the purpose. of erecting 


’ factories and building homes for its men. 


The village wascalled Leclaire in honor 
of the founder of profit-sharing. ‘It 
now contains a half dozen brick factory, 
buildings, heated by steam and lighted 

by electricity, waterworks, a coépera- 

tive store owned and conducted entirely 

by the men, a bowling-alley and billiard- 

room, a lecture-nall and library, a kin- 

UWergarten and school, a band and lit-. 
erary society. The streets are not run 

at right angles, but, in the manner of 
park roads, are paved with cinders and 

skirted by four-feet sidewalks and lines 
oftrees. Cottages of good architectural 

design are built for employés on plans 

adopted for themselves, and are paid for 
in monthly installments slightly in ex- 

cess of the city rents, These houses 

are built on lots of about one-third of 

an acre, with a building line of not less 

than forty feet, are supplied with water 

and electric light, water being free and 

the lights 25 cents a month. The 

streets ate sprinkled and lighted by 

electricity free of charge By common 

consent, no. vegetable gardens are. 
made about the» premises, the 

grounds being devoted grass, 

shubbery, fruit trees and  sma!l 

fruits. A neighboring coal mine sup- 
plies coal slack for the factories at $1 

a carload, and lumpcoal at 70 centsa 

ton, which the cobperative store buys 

and retails‘to its members at the local 

retail rate. Once in two weeks a lec- 

ture is given by university ‘professors 

from St. Louis, by professional men, 

and by other capable lecturers. The 

lectures are always given to large and 

attentive audiences. Every other week 

the literary society hasan essay or a 

discussion, singing and reading. The. 
kindergarten has more than anything 

else enlisted the enthusiasm of the resi- 

dents in Leclaire, and has drawna num- 

ber of children from the adjoining town 

of Edwardsville. 

The codperative spirit finds a much 
clearer field in such a community, which 

depends so largely on its own resources, 

than in the midst of city attractions and 
dissipations.

Differences of Opinion as to the Distri- 

bation of Federal Patronage. 

The San francisco Chronicle of 

Wednesday, discussing the general 

political situation, and the distribution 
of Federal patronager says: 


In national affairs there is a wide breach: 


between the Congressional delegation and 
_the Democratic State Central Committee. 

The committee on Saturday last adopted a 

resolution calling for a-meeting on April 
15 for the purpose of indorsing candidates 
for Federal positions, and the Congres- 
sional delegation was invited to be present. 
The invitation was wo FA an act of polite- 
ness. Nobody thinks that any of the Con- 
gressional bee, Ptr will be present on ac- 
count of the wide difference of opinion be- 
tween the Senators and Representatives on 
one side and the State Central Committee 
on the other, as to who should receive the 
appointments. 

It is thought that each member of the 
committee will energetically favor himself 
for an office. The original coolness be- 
tween the committee and the delegation 
was caused by the fact that the committee 
wanted to have the exclusive right to 
name the appointees and look to the dele- 
gatioh-only for advice. The cOurse of the 
State Central Committee is purely a ques- 
tion of politics. They desire to parcel 
out the placesto the men who have done 
most politically for the perty and without. 
regard to the actual fitness of candidates. 
In other words, they wish to use the Fea- 
eral service to reward political workers. 
This plan, if Cleveland's alleged abhor- 
rence of such base misuse of the Govern- 
ment service is correctly reported, will not 
meet with much favor at Washington. 

Members of the committee claim that 
they have received information from head- 
quarters at the capital that candidates 
bearing the committee's indorsement will 
be considered above the candjdates named 
by the delegation. They even go so far as 
to state that Cleveland himself has in.

A Frightful Doubie Tragedy at San 
Bernardino. 


A Man and: Woman Butchered by a 
Drunken Mextcan——Two Other Per- 
sons Slightly Injured—Jealousy 

the Cause of the Deed.

SAN BERNARDINO. 
A frightful tragedy was witnessed in this. 
city Thursday in which two people lost 
their lives and a third may yet go, either 


from wounds received or by the hangman's 
noose. 


The citizens < on H street, Satenen Fourth 
and Fifth, were startled at a few minutes 


womenrunning north on_H street. They 
were Mrs, William Goldkoffer and a Mexi- 
can woman, who were running from Mrs. 
Goldkoffer’s home, 
near Fourth street. Looking in that di- 
rection neighbors saw through the windows 
that some person or pérsons were passing 
rapidly past them, and soon heard a shot 
fired in the house. About the same time a 
young Mexican woman, covered with blood, 
ran outof the back of the house, through }: 
the back fence and about sixty yards into 
the offen field back of the house, then fell 
prostrate upon the. ground, from which 
position she did not rise again. Anoid 
Méxican hearing the commotion and the 
cries of the women. ran toward the scene, 
and was met in front of the Goldkoffer 
house by a frenzied Mexican brandishing a 
large two-edged dirk, who made for him. 
The old fellow had not the speed 
of the apparentiy crazy fellow with 
the knife, and it seemed to eye-witnesses 
as though he was doomed to die, when he 


gutter a couple of boulders as large as 
one’s two fists, and turned upon his assail- 
ant. The first stone struck the man in the 
right side, but he kept on and was but 


was hurled at him, and he stooped to d age 
it, but the missile struck him just bac 
the top of the head, and so stunnea a4 
that he stopped his pursuit and turned to 
where the woman had-fallen. When he 


about it two ‘or three times, swearing and 
cursfhg in Spanish. He then made a move- 
ment as though drinking from a bottle, 
and seemed to try tocut himself with the 
too weak from the blow on 
the head to inflict more than a slight 
wound. An officer appeared at this time 
and took the Mexican into custody, but had 
great difficulty in taking the dirk from his 
grasp, The Mexican woman beside him 
was dead from a ghastly wound inthe right 
side of the neck. The cut was about five 
inches long! and_extended deep into the 
body and gaped wide open. The clothing 
and body were coveredewith blood from 
head to foot, and a large pool of blood was 
upon the ground under and about the bodv, 

which lay upon its right side, the head 
thrown back, the hands in the vicinity of 
the wound and the feet partly doubled 
under the body, just as it fell from ex- 
haustion from loss of blood. 

In the yard there was another ghastly 
sight. Lying upon the. ground near his 
‘kitchen door was the dead body of William 
Goldkoffer, hacked in a most horrible man- 
ner. There were great gashes in his head, ’ 
face, neck, breast, abdomen, arms and 
hands, all inflicted with the dirk in the 
hands of the Mexican. 

From acquaintances of the actors in this 
awful tragedy. and eye-witnesses, the fol- 
lowing seems to be the story: 

Jesus Fuen, the man who committed the 
double murder, is a Mexican about 45- 
“years of aye. and lives if Old San Bernar- 
dino, upon the Hicks ranch. The Mexican 
woman killed, whose name could not be 
learned. was about 28 years old, and was at 
one time living with Fuen, though it issaid 
they were not married, as Fuen was be- 
lieved to have another wife living. Fuen 
and the woman he killed have a child about 
6 yearsold. About six months ago Fuen 
and the woman separated, and she came to 
acottage on William Goldkoffer’s place, 
corner of Hand Fourth streets, where, in 
-the two rooms about ten feet square, she 
lived, doing washing and odd jobs for a 
subsistence. Yesterday Jesus Fuen visited 
the woman, and they quarreled. She ran 
into William Goldkoffer’s house for protec- 
tion, andthe old gentleman held the door. 
Fuen gained an entrance in some way, and 
a desperate tight for life followed, in which 
the old German was literally carved to 
pieces. Mrs. Goldkoffer and one Mexican: 
woman made their escape without injury,: 
save aslight cut in the hand: received by 
the latter. The other Mexican woman—the. 
one he was first after—was not so fortu- 
nate; as she received the wound in the neck 
and breast. from which she expired after 
running into the field. 

The house of Mr. Goldkoffer was covered 
with blood inside. A shotgun, one barrel 
of which had been fired, and a 22-caliber 
rifle, both covered with blood, were found 
in the house. 

William Goldkoffer was about 65 years 
old, a German, who leaves a widow here and 
a brother in Germany. He had accumu- 
lated property inthis city valued at about 
$20,000. 

The fiend Fuen had no weapons about his 
person save the two-edged knife. In his 
pocket was found a. flask of whisky, from 
which about one drink had been taken. 

The news of the bloody deed spread rap- 
idlv, and within an hour nearly a thousand 
people visited the scene of the double trag- 

edy. 


There was strong talk. of lynching the 
fiendish Mexican, but it subsided somewhat 
toward night.

CHINESE REGISTRATION. 


The Heathen Still Refuse to Comply 
With the Law. — 


The Action of the Six Companies Said to 
Be Directed by the Emperor of 
China—Mongolians Advised to 
Send Their Money Home. 


There has been no change in the local 
situation so faras Chinamen complying 
with the Geary registration law is con- 
cerned. There has been\ some increase 
in the number of applicants for regis- 
tration, but nothing like a- general dis- 
position to comply with the act. In 
San Francisco the situation also re- 
mainsunchanged, as wilh be by 
the following from the Examiner of 


Wednesday: 
No increase in the registration of Chinese 
laborers can be reported by the Collector 
of Internal Revenue. 
A few days agothe authorities at Wash- 
ington had under consideration the advisa- 


bilityef making another canvass among 


the Chinese, serving notice upon them that 
they must.comply with the Geary act or be 
deported to China after May 5. 

The Government expended in this dis- 
trict alone over $10,00U in advertising the 
provisions of the law in the Chinese papers 
and in the employment of deputies to serve 
personal notice upon each Chinaman. The 


“work.was thoroughly done, and very few 


of those required to register have failed to 
receive notice. 

In response to instructions telegraphed 
from Washington. Revenue Agent C. W. 
Eldridge made inquiries among the promi- 
nent Chinese, and upon his report the Treas- 
ury Department has decided to expend no 
more money in notifying those who should . 

In discussing the matter yesterday Mr.. 
Eldridge said: ‘I devoted considerable 
time endeavoring tolearn just what the 
Chinese propose doing, and I was convinced 
that thev do not intend to register. There 
will be some that will register, but they 


not under the control of the Six Companies. 

‘‘Fromsthe vice-president of the Sam Yup 
Company, doing business at 825 Dupont 
street, I obtained the most direct informa- 
tion concerning the intentions of the Six 
Companies, of which the Sam Yup Company 
is one of the most prominent members. 

‘He informed me, in positive language, 
that the Chinese laborers will not register. 
When asked for the reason for such a 
course, he said that the Emperor of China 
had requested them not to do so. 

‘‘He also said that they expect che law 
will be declared unconstitutional, but if not 
then they will abide by the result of their 
refusal to obey it. 

‘‘When asked if the Six Companies had 
requested the 150 employés of the East 
Oakland Jute Miils not to register at pres- 
ent, he said the Six Companies told them 
notto register at any time because the 
Emperor did not want them to do so. 

“The Six Companies are inearnest, and 
I think their last circular, as published in 
the Examiner, will, be sufficient to convince 
their followers that it will be better for 
them to obey the Six Companies than the 
laws of this country.”’

THE FRANCIS FIRE. 


Trial. | 


The Proceedings Enliyened by An-" 
_, other Newspaper Episode. 


An Article in the Evening Paper 
_. Denounced as False. 


Mrs. Francis Tells Her Story of the De- 
struction of Her House-—-A Namber 
of Other Witnesses Also 
Examined, . 


The trial of the Franeis arson case 
occupied the attention of Judge Smith 
and a jury,in Department One, for the 
seventh day, yesterday, and, judging 
from the present rate of progress, it is 
safe to predict that the case will not be 
concluded *this week, for the defense 
has not yet put in all of its evidence, 
and several witnesses will certainly be 
called in_rebuttal. 

Except for the fact that District At- 
torney Dillon again paid his respects to 
the Evening Express, the gay’s proceed- 
ings were not enlivened by any incident 
worthy of note, the entire morning ses- 
sion being consumed in the cross-exam- 
ination of Mrs. Dukes, an unusually 
bright witness, who held her own with 
the attorneys in spite of all their wili- 
yess; and, the afternoon session being 
devoted “to the examination of Mrs. 
Francis, the wife of the defendant, in 

yhose testimonv an unusugl amount of 
iterest Was manifested.” 
ANOTHBR NEWSPAPER EPISODE. 

When the case was called at 9:80 
ofclock District Attorney Dillon ad- 
dyegsed the Court briefly to the effect 
that on the previous morning the 

urt’s attention had beep called to a 
newspaper article, which had been de- 
npunced by: counsel on both sides, 
From what‘ he knew of Mr. Owen,-of 
counsel,for the defendant, both here and 
elsewhere, he was convinced that he 
Was sincere, and that his statement 
with regard to that article had been 
made in good faith, 

He. now desired to call the attention 
of the Court to an article in the Even- 
ing Express of the day before, a copy 
of which he thereupon placed upon the 
bench in front of Judge Smith, and de- 
sired to inform the Court, without any 
feeling of passion whatever, that both 
@he article he referred to and the affi- 
davit, signed and sworn to by the de- 
fendant, which was appended to it, 
weré, in fact, absolately false and un- 
true in every particular. . 
| “So hélp me God, as I love truth and 
justice,’’ said the District Attorney, 
have never spoken 
word to. this defendant and did not 
know him until he. entered this court- 
room last week.” 

He stated that he was there to con- 
at .th 


gen- 
tleman’s feelings teward and intimacy 
with the defendant were such as to 
place him ina peculiarly embarrassing 
position. He, personally, had no feel- 
ing or prejudice against the defendant 
whatever, and was aetuated by an earn: 
est desire to thraw the flood-gates of 
truth wide open and keep back notking 
that would throw light upon the real 
cir¢ymstdnces surrounding this case. 
There were no political influences being 
‘brought to bear, and he did not intend 
to allew any covert threats nor intimi- 
dation to divert him from turning the 
search-light of truth upon it, 3 

Judge Smith remarked that as he had 
not read the artigle in question, and 
did not intend todo so, he had no in- 
formation of the kind; but asthe jury 
had not seen it he could not see that 
there was any occasion for the Court to 
interfere. | 

Public officers were a very prolific 
field for newspaper men to work upon, 
and, although he had at times been 
grossly misrepresented, he deemed it 
wiser to go steadily along attending to 
his own affairs, and trusting to time to 
right all wrongs. . 

Mr: Owen; of counsel for the detend- 
ant, stated that as he did not take the 
Express, and seldom saw it, the article 
had escaped his notice. He begged 
Mr. Dillon, for whom he had the high- 
est regard, not to hold him responsible 
for the article, and desired to indorse 
the sentiments expressed by that gen- 
tleman with regard to it. 

Mr, Shinn stated-that the defendant 
repudiated any knowledge, conception 
oF idea of the publication of such an ar- 
ticle. Mr. Francis had studiously tried 
to avoid any sid@ issues which might 
tend to prejudice him in this case, and 
deeply regretted that his name had 
been used even se remotely, for, as the 
Court would see, the affidavit referred 
to was an old one used during a political 
campaign. | 

Judge Smith remarked that he consid- 
ered it due to District Attorney Dillon 
to state that the Court had seen noth- 
ing which would tend to show that he 
was trying to take undue advantage, 
and the same was ¢qually true of the 
other side. 

THE CONTEMPT CASE OVERLOOKED. 

Some little curiosity existed. as to 
what action the Gourt would take in re- 

d to the Scott contempt proceedings, 
which had been continued until vestet-. 
day morning; bat, in the excitement 
created by the District Attorney's. 
speech, everybody concerned appeared 
to have forgotten that Mr. Scott ever 
existed, for neither Judge Smith nor the 
attorneys mentioned the subject. 

W. T, Williama, Esq., of counsel fot 
the defense, was’ not present at this 
time, having been called to another de- 
partment. 

THE TESTIMONY. 

‘Yhe examination of Mrs. Emma 
Dukes, the witness who was on the 
stand on Wednesday when the court ad- 
journed forthe day, wastheo resume 
by. Attorney Shinn. Witness stated 
that when Sellingscheidt broke oped 
‘the casing in the closet in Harry’s roomn 
she carried a zine washtubin there, and, 
assisted the three ‘'men folks’’ to that 
extent in putting oyt that fire. Wit- 
ness was very positive that there were 
no ‘children’ ‘in there atall. After 
the crowd had gone, witness and Mrs. 
Francis walked around the house to see 
where the first fire had been, and, while 
coming down the west side of the house, 
both noticed that the beards round 
the airhole, under the gloset in 
Harry’s roam, were scorched, and 
witness. remarked to Mrs. Fran- 
cis that there must have been 
another fire there, There was no 
smoke or fire at that spot then. The 
then went into the house together an 
found Francis. Sellingscheidt and Sloaa 
there in Harry’s room. Witness did 
not notice much about the fire in and 


Lundor the kitchen, as she did not stay 


special. instance } 


there long, but there were evidences of 
fire there, in the shape of charred wood 
and straw. While in Francis’s bedroom 
witness felt the wall between that room 
and the dining-room, and found that it 
was warm, She also heard a crackling 
sound, as of burning wood. When the 
men went upstairs she went into the 
parlor alone. There wére no evidences 
of either fire or waterinthe room. The 
carpet was a light-colored one, and wa- 
ter or ashes would have been very easily 
discernible had there been any. 

Referring to the second fire, Mrs, 
Dukes stated that she, her husband and 
her brother were sitting by the fire in 
their dining-room, talking, when the re- 
portofa pistol shot was heard, and 
Francis again shouted “fire.” All three 
ran out and saw the roof of the Francis 
house on fire, The blaze was located 
almost immediately over the place 
where she had felt the wall to be hot. 

Upon cross-examination Mrs. Dukes 
stated that when she was awakened by 
hearing Mrs. Francis’s shouts, she 
knew at once that it was the voice of 
her neighbor because it was sharp. She 
denied that at the preliminary examina- 
tion she testified that Mrs. Francis had 
a ‘“‘sharp, sweet voice,’ even when 
confronted with the transcript. 

With reference to Mrs. McCann and 
Mrs. Henderson, the witness stated 
that she saw them coming up from the 
saloon as she left her house, and met 
them at Francis’s front gate. Mrs, 
McCann asked her who she was, two or 
three times, and Mrs. Henderson asked 
her if she was Mrs. McLean, There 
was a third woman with them, whom 
witness did not know. It was not Katie 
McCann, Witness wasthen called upon 
to retrace: her steps all over the 
premises, but nothing new was devel- 
oped as to the fire, in spite of the very 
close questioning to which Mrs, Dukes 
was subjected by Deputy Dupuy. 

About 10:30 o’clock Attorney Owen 
called the attention of the Court to the 


‘fact that Mrs. McLean was in the court- 


ond 


room, and in spite of the fact that she 
had not been summoned as a witness by 
either side, Judge Smith, at the request 
of the defense, ordered her to-retire, 
and put her under the rule. 

Deputy District Attorney Dupuy sug- 
gested that the line be drawn at wives 
of witnesses, and that the Court be re- 
quested to exclude the cousins, sweet- 
hearts and friends of witnesses here- 
| 
- ‘Mrs. Dukes admitted that she did not 
know who Mrs. Hendersen was_ until 
after the fire. She corroborated 
husband’s testimony as to every detail 
with reference tathe actions of Mrs, 
McCann and Mrs, Henderson, adding 
that the latter took the bottle out, 
handed it to Mrs, McCann and then 
drank herself,» She did not know, how- 
ever, whether or not the third woman 
took her turn or not. After sitting 
down in front of the butcher's'strop. the 
three women got pp and walked two 
blocks away. 

Witness admitted that she did not 
mention the circumstance of the women 
driaking at the. preliminary examina- 
tion, but explained that she was not 
asked about it, The other new Inci- 
dents she testified to were omitted from 
her testimony at the preliminary exam- 
ination because; she forgot about them, 
but remembere@ them as soon as she 
left the stand.” 

With refer@tiee ‘fo McLean, the wit- 
ness stated that she did not see him at 
the first fire at all, but at the second. 
Her testimony, as taken at the prelim. 
inary examination, was then read to 
her, showing that in response to a ques- 
tion put by Justice Bartholomew she 
stated that it was at the first fire she 
saw him. She denied that she so testi- 
fied, aay insisted that it was at the sec- 

re. 

Upon redirect examination Mrs, 
Dukes was asked the same impeaching 
questions put to her husband, with ref- 
erence to the visit of McLean to her 
house after the fire, and corroborated 
his statements in every particular as to 
the conversation which then occurred, 

At the conclusion of the witness’s ex- 
amination Attorney Williams stated to 
the Court that he was not present dur- 
ing the early part of the proceedings, 
and had only just learned from his asso- 
ciates of the newspaper episode, He 
therefore demanded, on behalf of the 
defendant, that anexception be entered 
to the language used by the District At- 
torney on that occasion. The excep- 
tion was duly noted, and a recess was 
then declared until 1:30 o'clock. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Harry Francis, son of the defendant, 
was the first witness called at the after- 
noon session, 

Attorney Shinn.proceeded to question 
the witness as to his ownership of the 
horse and buggv frequently referred to 
in the course of the . examination, 
Counsel on the other side signified their 
willingness ta admit such ownership 
without dispute, and objected, to the 
questions asked on the grounds of irrel- 
evancy and immateriality, 

The Court sustained the objections, 
and after some little further interroga- 
tion the witness was excused without 
being cross-examined, 

Mrs. G. W. Warren stated that sh 
had lived on Pico Heights for a year 
andahalf. Qn the night of the Francis 
fire ehe was awakened. by cries giving 
the alarm. The voice she recognized 
as that of Mrs. Francis, Mr. Francis 
was also heardto shout ‘‘fire!’? She 
was a member of the Presbyterian 
Church. 

After the District Attorney had got 
through with the witness, Attorney 
Shinn arose and asked the privilege of 
reading a list of the names of these 
whom it was formerly intended by the 


defense to introduce as witnesses in the 


| his own part.

impeachment of the character of Mrs. 
Henderson. The Court having pre- 
viously ordered that but ten character 
witnesses be allowed to testify, very 
promptly refused to allow the reading. 
ntonio Sylvester was next called. 
He, too, took a hand in putting out the 
first Francis fire. He was somewhat 
delayed, however, in getting to the 
scefie by ap unfortunate oversight on. 
In the excitement of the 
moment he forget to don his street 
clothes, After he had gone a little dis- 
tance he was stopped by a woman, who 
gave him a push and told him to go 
home and dress himself. Hethen went 
back home and put on his pantaloons, 
losing considerable time thereby. 

After the laughter occasioned by the 
recital of the incident had subsided, the 
witness, with his rich brogue, ‘went on 
tosay that he had then made his way 
to the Franeis house, and found the 
structure in flames. The woman he 
had met when he first essayed to get to 
the fire wasnot Mrs. Henderson. The 
latter was ‘the person who had awak- 
ened him by saying: ‘Mr. Sylvester 
get up, Mr. Francis’ house is on fire. If 
you go quick a bucket of water will put 
it out.’’ 

The prosecution took hold of the wit- 
nessfor cross-examination with avid- 
ity. He stated, in reply to their quer- 
ies, that Mrs. Henderson was in his 
yard when he came out of the house.\ 
The first fire he saw underneath the 
kitchen of the Francis house. It was 
ecessary to steop down and look un- 


™ 


der the building to see the flames 
plainly. He met Mr. MeLean, and 
then, joining several other pers@ns, as- 
sisted in putting outthe flames: The 
fire was supplied with straw and small 
pieces of kindli » buckets of 
water were thrown onthe fire, and by 
this time it was entirely out. Gong 
then around tothe front entrance, the 
witness said he went into the hallway 
and into the right or east bedroom. 
On the floor of the room wasa lamp. 
_The carpet about it was on fire and 
burning. He saw no oneelse in the 
room. There was some _ furniture 
about; particularly noticeable, a large 
chair. He saw no bureau 
or Witness then went 
home to get hisclothes on, Neturning, 
he perceived that quite a lot of furni- 
ture had been brought out, and several 
ystanders told him that the fire had 
all been extinguished. He saw Mrs, 
Henderson again at the second fire. 
She was not thea with-Mrs. McCann, 
He could not tell whether or not she 
was drunk. At the time of the second 
fire he was awakened by pistal shots, 
The sounds did not come from the di- 
rection of the Francis house. The roof 
of the house was burning when he first 
saw the fire. There was no wind blow- 
ing. 


Frank L. Park was one of the last 


witnesses put upon the stand to testify 


to the character of Mrs. Henderson. 
He swore, in substance, that the latter’s 
general reputation was not good. 

On cross-examination the witness was 
asked to give the names of afew good 
people who had talked disparagingly of 
Mrs. Henderson's character. 

‘‘Let him give a few bad ones along 
with them,’? remarked Attorney Will- 
iams, aside. 

The Court promptly called the last 
named counsel to order, and informed 
him that if he had any objections, to 
make them to the judge, to be ruled on 
inthe 

“Mrs. Francis,’ negt called out At- 


} torney Shinn. 


A hum of expectation ran around the 
courtroom asthe name of the witness 
was pronounced, which gave evidence 
of the factthat the defense wat bring- 
ing its case toward the close. 

Mrs. Francis’s demeanor was com- 
posed as she was sworn and took the 
stand and proceeded to narrate her ex- 
perience at the tire ina low, but dis- 
tinct voice. She said that on the day 


of the tire Mr. Francis was at 
home. In the -evening, after her 
son Harry had gone to Moneta, 


she asked her husband to goout and 
get some kindlings. Hedid so, putting 
them ina nail keg, which was placed 
near the kitchen door. atthe north. 
The kindling in thenail keg was near 
this place. About 8 o’clock she and 
Mr. Francis went into the east bed- 
room. In that room they used a bronze 
lamp. The lamp had recently been 
filled with oil. It was lit for the first 
time when they entered the room. Mr. 
Francis sat downto readand write, 
and the witness busied herself with 
some sewing. They retired at about 10 
o'clock. The lamp was then put out 
and no light was left burning in the 
house. She soon afterward tell 
asleep. When she awoke it was at 
the sound of Francis’s voice telling her 
that there was a fire and that they had 
bettergetup, Mr. Francis immediately 
got up himself, dressed and went out. 
Soon after she heard him call out 
‘‘fire,’? and in afew moments he came 


in and said, ‘It isour house, we must. 
Both had then. 
run to Mrs. Derby’s room and hauled 


save Ellen’s trunk.”’ 


the trunk out. Mr. Francis, after pull- 
ing the trunk to the front entrance re- 
turned to remove the furniture, * The 
same lamp was then lighted which had 
been used earlier in the evening. Mrs. 
Francis, at her husband's bidding, ran 
around to the window on the outside, 
and to her Mr. Francis handed the 
movable articles of the room and house. 
No one had come into the yard then. 
The.witness joined her husband in giv- 
ing tRNalarin by shouting. Soon she 
heard a womian’s~ voice calling to her 
on the G street side of the house. One 
of these women said to her that it was 
the second fire that had occurred that 
night. This woman said further that 
her house had been burned. Mrs. Hen- 
derson, for it was she to whom 
reference was made, then 
asked the. witness in ex- 
cited and somewhat wild manner 
why she was allowing her (Mrs, Fran- 
cis's) child to burn up in the house. 
Mrs. Francis replied that her child was 
notin the house, but Mrs. Henderson 
continued to upbraid her in. the same 
strain. Mrs, Henderson also told her 
that she and her companion had been 
down tothe saloonto get a drink to 
quiet. their nerves, or something to 
that effect. The smell of liquor could 
plainly be. distinguished on their 
breaths. . The’witness had heard that 
Mrs, Henderson was mentally erratic. 
The next time she entered the bedroom 
she saw the lamp overturned on the 
floor and the curtains and bookcase 
were on fire. Several days previous to 
the fire the witness, witha friend and 
neighbor, Mrs. Adams, was looking 
amund at the flowers, when the latter, 
noticing an open space at one side of 
the house which had been made in or- 
der to dig a drain for the rainwater to 
run from under the building, said to 
Mrs. Francis that she should have the 
place closed up, as it was a good place 
for the firebugs to get their straw in at. 
Mrs, Francis made light of the possibil- 
ity of there being such an oc- 
currence at first, but afterward 
had asked Mr. Francis to close 
the opening up. He was unable 
to do so, owing to the mud on 
theinside. At the time of the first 
fire none of the McCann children were 
about the prémises. After the flames 


‘had been subdued and the crowd had 


gone home, the witness took a lantern 
and went through the house, seeking 
for any trace of fire that might have 
been overlooked. She found none. 
‘here had positively been no fire in the 
pees up to this time. If there had 
een any charred sticks or other pieces 
of burnt wood there sh® would have 
noticed them. In the kitchen she saw, 
by the light of the lantern, that the 
tloor there had been burned: She was 
too nervous at the time to say, posi- 
tively, whether there was a hole in the 
floor or not. Mr. Francis was then sit- 
ting outside in a chair, keeping watch 
over the householdeffects. The witness 
‘had then laid down in her son’s bed, 
but finally, being overcome by the smell 
of the smoke and vapors, got up and 
.took the lantern and went out. She 
then callea to Mr. Francis to go and tie 
the dog. He went to do so, and Mrs. 
.Francis, also going outside, hap- 
pened to look up, and saw fire 
breakingsbrough the roof. She again 
callec out ‘‘fire,’? and Mr. Francis did 
the same. Help soon arrived, but the 
building was too far gone to be saved. 
Before the neighbors left the first fire, 
Mrs, Dukes, after the flames were sup- 
posedly all put out, while feeling about 
the bedroom, said the walls were hot, 
and that there must be more fire be- 
tweenthem. Several of the men took 
the lantern and went up to see. 


house on fire?’? was the last'questiong 
asked by the defendant's counsal in the 
direct examination, which was met 
with an emphatic reply of ‘‘No, sir, we 
did not.”’ 

District Attorney Dillon then began 
the cross-examination, but had hardly 
commenced when the time for adjourn- 
ment arrived, and a recess was taken 
until 9:30 o’clock this morning. 


THE TEACHERS. 


The Sessions of the County Institute 
Continued. 


Talic by Prof. Baldwin, of Claremont Col- 
lege—‘*‘Manual Training’’ Discussed 
by Pref. Keyes, of Throop 
Polytechnic {nstitute. 


The third day of the County Teach- 
ers’ Institute saw as large a number of 
teachers and was as full of interest as 
its predecessors have been. 

The general session in the afternoon 
opened with a half hour talk by Prof. 
C. G. Baldwin of Claremont College, 


Pomona, on “One of the Most Funda- 


mental Ideas in Education.’’ It was 
one of the best addresses the institute 
has yet listened to, practical, brief, and 
tothe point. He drew on his fund of 
personal experience, as a teacher for 
his illustrations, and argued that the 
developing of latent power in the brain 
of the incorrigibly stupid boy should be 
one of the teacher's specialaims. Con- 
centrate the energy on the dull pupil - 

and stirto life the germ within the 
husk. Everyone has more brain than - 
the world begins to comprehend. 

Phillips Brooks doubtless did not get 
20 per cent. of his full powers out of 
himself. 

Hearty and enthusiastic applause at 
the close of Mr. Baldwin’s remarks sig- 
nified the appreciation of 500 teachers. 

Prof. C. H. Keyes, of Throop Poly- 
technic Institute, followed with a talk 
on ‘‘Manual Training, or the New Edu- 
cation,’’ which he defined as merely 
supplemental to all other education and 
not designed in any way to take its 
place. Progressive schools are rapidly 
passing from the study of books to the 
study of things. Today the student of 
chemistry is put into the laboratory; 
he learns physiology, biology or zodl- 
ogy by making the acquaintance of liv- 
ing tissues; he deals with the. material 
world. His address occupied an hour. © 

After a short intermission Miss Anna 
Morris read a paper on ‘‘Physical Train- 
ing in the Schools.’’ Miss Morris is 
one of the best instructors at the insti- 
tute, and is a splendid example person- 
ally of the physical culture which she 
advocates. 

A paper on ‘Scientific Temperance 
Instruction’? was next read by Mrs. 
L. D. More, and this coucluded the 
afternoon session. 

During the afternoon a number of 
prominent teachers held a meeting in 
one of the section rooms and organized 


a Southern California teachers’ associ- 
ation to meet annually or semi-annu- 


ally to consider discussions agreed upon. 
The following gentlemen were present: — 
J. D. Graham of Pasadena, L. D, Brown 
of Santa Monica, Mr. Foshay of Mon- 
rovia, County Superintendent W. W. 
Seamans, J. N. McGinnis, superintend- 
ent of Santa Ana schools; Mr. Greeley, 
superintendent of Orange county; 
C. E. Hutton and M. Dozier, of the Nor- 
mal School; Messrs. Hutchinson of Uni- 
versity, and Ennis of Los Angeles. 

The first meeting of this association 
will be held on Mav 12 and 13, in this 
city. 

<e evening Prof. Brown delivered 
the last of his series of three lectures. 
The institute closes this noon. 


LIBRARY CLUB. 


Regular Monthly Meeting Last Evening— 
Miss Hasse's Paper. 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
Southern California Library Club was 
held last evening at the Public Library. 
A paper bearing on the work of librar- 
ies and their necessity as public insti- 
tutions, was read by Miss Hasse, after 
which the meeting resolved itself into 
an intormal discussion of the work of 
teachers in public schcols.
